Although those most familiar, with thip' 
problem seem to differ widely on the proper remedial 
steps to take, there appears to be agreement that/the 
system at present in operation leaves ra,uch to ba de¬ 
sired. Some are. violently opposed to industrial oiiYe- 
forinhools. On the ground that a stigma may beW- 
tached to graduates from sueh schools. They believe 
that foster homes provide a much greater' likelihood of- 
salvage of these children who are taking crooked paths. 
Others assert that children in the foster homes are’not 
sufficiently supervised; that they are often overworked 
and distrusted, and in many cases there is too little 
warmth of affection and care bestowed upon the chil-

Notice to Interested Employers and Employees 

AT ITS 1943 Session, the Parliament of Ca n ada 
amended the Unemployment Insurance Act, 1940. 
-The effect of these amendments is to require that 
additional workers be covered under unemployment 
insurance. " 

On and after September 1st, 1943, employers must 
make contributions in respect of the following employees: 

★ (1) ALL PERSONS engaged in employment hitherto 

insurable, regardless of the amount of earnings, 
who may be paid on an hourly rate, on a daily rate, 
on a weekly rate, or a piece rate (including a mile¬ 
age rate). 

★ (2) ALL EMPLOYEES paid .on a monthly or annual 

salary basis, whose salary, including any cost of 
living bonus which may be received, does not 
exceed 62,400 a. year. 

All employees, as above described, must pay their 
contributions as required by law. 

The combined contribution for each employee earn¬ 
ing $26 or more a week will be in Class 7—63c a week. 

To Employers: Obtain unemployment insurance 
books from the nearest local office of the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission as soon as possible, for employees 
above described who will become insurable on September 


The combined - United States 
and Canadian forces, making up a 
formidable invasion body have cap¬ 
tured Kiska, the last remaining Jap- 
seized island of the Aleutians. .No re¬ 
sistance was encountered, and it is be¬ 
lieved the Japanese evacuated under 
cover of fog just a short time before 
the invading forces landed.
